MISSOURI DEMOCRATS ARE SOUID
FOR 18 TO 1 POLICY.

Separia, Mo., April 16.—The Mis
gouri Democracy in state convention
pledged itself unequivocably for
free and unlimited silver coinage at 16

Resolved, That we are irrevoecably op-
posed to the substitution for metallic
money of & panic breeding, corporation
credit currency based on a single metal,
she supply of which is so limi‘ed that it
ecan be cornered at any time by a few
banking institutions in Kurope and Amer-
ica.

Resolved, That we are opposed to plac-
ing the treasury of the government under
the control of any syndicate of banks and
the issnance of bonds to be sold by them
at an enormous profit for the purpose of
supplying the federal treasurer with gold
to maintain the policy of gold monometal-

lsm.

Resolved, That the delegates elected by
this gonvention cast ghelr yotes and use
their Influence to secure the nomination
of candidates for president and vioe presi-
dent who are personally in accord with
the monetary system hereinbefore advo-
cated.

We approve the action of our senators,
F. M. Cockrell and George G. Vest on the
financial question and recommend the re-
election of Hon. G. G. Vest to the United
States senate.

The resolutions were signed by every
member of the committee save Lion-
berger of St. Louis, the lone geld dele-
gate. The silver plank was enthusiasti-
cally applanded.

TILLMAN USES SARCASM,

South Caroliua Senstor Arvalgns the Ad-
ministration at Deaver,

Dexver, April 16.—The Democratio
state convention held here, aftar adopt-
ing a free silver platform and electing
one delegate at large, adjourned until
after Senator Tillman, who was to
speak in the same theater, had finished.

It was an antiadministration conven-
tion throughout. Temporary Chairman
McAliney of Pueblo made a strong sil-
ver speech, as did Permanent Chairman
Judge Royal of the same city. The lat-
ter, after making a long and sincere
plea in favor of the white metal at the
ratio of 18 to 1, enlogized Senators Vest
and Cockrell of Missouri and other
prominent silver advocates of the east.
When he mentioned the name of ex-
Qongressman Bland the délegates ap-
plauded and cheered. The platform,
which was unanimously adopted, deals
with no other question but that of the
monetary issue and favors free colnage
at the ratio of 16 to 1.

The theater was packed with people
anxious to hear Sepator Tiliman speak.
Mr. Tillman prefaced his speech with
a history of the Demoorstic and Repub-
hican parties. He then entered into a
sarcastic arraignment of President
Oleveland and the presout administra-
tion. He remarked: *“Who is this man
at Washington masquerading in the
clothes of Jefférson and preteading to
be introducing reforms? God! that the
name of Democracy should be disgraced
by such a man as Grover Cleveland.”
